Careful tests has shown that on 
a given ground area more tomatoes 
can be grown on plants pruned to a 
single stem and tied to a stake or 
fence, than in any other way. They 
ripen earlier, too. and in many ways 
this method is best for the amateur 
with a small vegetable garden 
Single stem plants may be spaced 
a foot apart; 
plants pruned 
to 
double stems may stand 21 inches 
apart, while plants that sprawl on 
the ground require from 2l* to IO 
square feet, depending on variety. 
What To Prune 
Varieties of normal vine growth 
are the only kind that should be 
staked and pruned. So-called deter- ! 
minate 
varieties, 
of 
which 
the !

plant devotes all its energies to 
ripening the fruit which has set.

SOLVING 
GLADIOLUS PROBLEMS 
Thrips, tiny sap-sucking insect*, 
are now troublesome wherever gladi­ 
oli are grown. Crooked stems are 
reported 
by 
many 
inexperienced 
growers. Bacterial leaf blight occa­ 
sionally invades plantings. Mosaic 
may cause stunting and prevent 
blooming. To meet these common 
troubles the editor offers a few sim­ 
ple remedies and preventive meas­ 
ures. 
Thrip attacks are usually first 
seen as yellow and browning of leaf 
sheaths and a gradual silvering of 
•he foliage. Badly infested plants 
later look like the leaves have been 
seared by a flame Beginners often 
diagnose the trouble as “some kind 
of blight” because they fail to ob­ 
serve the tiny thrips feeding mainly 
out* of sight beneath the sheaths. 
Gladiolus thrips live over fainter 
among stored corms and are there­ 
by Introduced to new plantings. 
Fumigation of corms in late fall or 
early winter with naphtalene flakes 
is recommended, followed by dis­ 
infection in a mercuric chloride 
solution before planting.
